The legal voters of the Village of Stowe are hereby 
notified and warned to meet at the Banquet Hall in the 
Akeley Memorial Building, in said Village, on Tuesday, 
March 6, 1956, at 7:30 P. M., to transact the following busi- 
ness: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Moderator for the year ensuing. 
ARTICLE 2. To act on the report of the Village Officers. 


ARTICLE 3. To elect all necessary officers for the year en- 
suing. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Village will vote to pay the Fire- 
men for practice and service in the Corporation; if so 
how much. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Village will vote to pay its Officers 
for the year ensuing; if so, how much. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Village will vote to authorize the 
Trustees to borrow money to pay the current expenses 
and debts of the Village in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes for that purpose and to provide whether the 
same shall be done by orders, notes or by bonding the 
Village for that purpose. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Village will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money to be used for recreational purposes; and 
if so, how much. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Village will vote to authorize the 
Auditors of the Village to employ the services of an 
accountant from the office of the Auditor of Accounts 
to conduct an audit of the accounts of the Village. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Village will vote to raise a tax on 
the Grand List of the Village for 1956 to pay the cur- 
rent expenses and debts of the Village, and if so, the 
rate of said tax, the time when due and the manner in 
which the same shall be payable. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the charter of the Village of Stowe 
shall be amended in accordance with No. 343 of the Acts 
of 1955, in the following particulars: 
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By amending Section 6 of No. 250 of the Acts of 1904 
to read as follows: 


Sec. 6. Said village is hereby authorized to issue its 
bonds as hereinafter provided for carrying into effect 
the foregoing provisions, and for improvements and ad- 
ditions to said system. All the provisions of section 17 
of said act of incorporation so far as the same are not 
inconsistent with this act, are hereby made applicable 
to the bonds provided for in this section. 

By amending Section 17 of No. 168 of the Acts of 
1896 to read as follows: 


See. 17. Said Village shall be authorized to issue 
bonds not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars in 
the aggregate on such terms as said village may pre- 
scribe, for the purpose of constructing, improving, mak- 
ing additions to and operating the electric light plant 
and water system of the village. Said bonds may be 
issued at one time or at different times and in varying 
amounts within the limitation herein specified, as said 
village shall determine and all bonds shall be issued in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 167 of the 
Vermont Statutes, Revision of 1947, in so far as the 
same shall not be inconsistent herewith. In the event 
said village shall neglect to make seasonable provisions 
for the payment of the principal or interest of such 
bonded indebtedness as the same shall from time to 
time mature, the treasurer of said village shall be 
clothed with the power to make out and deliver to the 
collector of said village a tax bill on the grand list of 
said village, and he shall forthwith issue to said col- 
lector his warrant, substantially in form as now pro- 
vided to be issued for the collection of town or other 
taxes, by town treasurers, directing the collection and 
payment of said tax to said treasurer, within sixty days 
from the time of such delivery, in amount sufficient to 
seasonably and promptly pay the interest or principal, 
or both, then past due and unpaid, with all proper 
charges for assessing and collecting the same; and such 
tax shall be collected and paid into said treasury 
promptly according to such warrant, and the money 
so collected and paid to such treasurer shall be es- 
pecially held, appropriated and used, for the payment 
of such interest or principal or both, and for no other 
purpose save the incidental expense of assessing and 
collecting such tax. 
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And it is hereby made the duty of the treasurer of 
said village to provide for and promptly pay the interest 
on and the principal of said bonded indebtedness, as the 
same shall become due and payable from time to time, 
without any vote thereupon of said village, and such tax 
bill shall have all the force and authority in every re- 
spect of a tax bill for a tax voted at any regular meet- 
ing of said village. 

And said village by vote may allocate or pledge all 
or such part of its net revenues derived from the opera- 
tion of its electric or water systems, or both, for the 
payment of bonds or interest thereon, or both, issued 
in accordance with the provisions hereof as it from time 
to time may determine.
